. St.. Johns, N.,F., May 21.—The Allan 


line steamer, Mongolian,, early today 
freed, herself from the ice pack off-the 
entrance to St. Johns harbor, in which 
she had .been imprisoned for two'1 days. 


The Mongolian, after releasing her- 


self from the ice-pack, did. not make 
any attempt to enter St. Johns harbor, 
ice conditions making such a course 
apparently inpracticable. TThe steamer 
worked off shore and. at 8 a. m. was 
making slow 
progress 
through the 


heavy drift ice. It was believed that 
the steamer was proceeding towards 
the. bay, eighteen miles south of St. 
Johns, where there. was a possibility 
of her making harbor. 


The heavy easterly'swell which set 


in last night broke up the ice-pack and 
enabled the Mongolian to shake her- 
self -free. 


Dawn revealed open water within a 


few miles of the steamer. .A little later 
a lead opened out through which the 
steamer streamed 
to • comparatively 


safe waters. For the first hour or two 
it was slow work, as the ice was still 
heavy. On going'further off shore the 
floes opened out more and at 8 a. m. 
the Mongolian swung around and head- 
ed down • the coast and around Cape 
.Spear in the direction of .Bay .Bulls. It 
was thought at first that the Mongol- 
ian might try to run into Petty har- 
bor, five miles south, but the captain 
decided to keep, on to the more shel- 
tered harbor of Bay. Bulls, where it is 
expected that the steamer will remain 
until the .mouth of St. Johns' harbor 
is cleared of ice. 


In shipping circles the release ot 


the Mongolian is looked upon as par- 
ticularly fortunate.

Alleged

In the city court where he was ar- 


raignedthis morning on the charge of 
murder, Derkan Ferris Rizk, who shot 
and killed Salamon Senoier yesterday, 
'admitted that, he fired the shot and 
said in his broken language that he 
wanted to fool his victim by which he 
probably meant that he wanted to 
scare him. He was held without bond 
to the circuit court and seemed un- 
concerned. 


He said he had known his victim 


about six years and vague rumors 
that he had made threats against Se- 
noier before he came to Fort Wayne 
are being investigated by Prosecutor 
Albert E. Thomas, who took the case 
in charge yesterday afternoon in a 
short time after the shooting occurred. 
These threats are said to have been 
made to Syrians rooming in the same 
house in which Rizk was stopping. 


Mr. Thomas has all of the letters 


taken off the prisoner at the time of 
his arrest and he will have them 
translated for the • purpose of ascer- 
taining whether or not they have any 
bearing on the crime. 
Only a few 


questions were asked the prisoner this 
morning, who did not want to talk, 
saying he could not understand Eng- 
lish well enough. 


He-was tafcen to jail and will re- 


main there until the fall term of the 
circuit court as there will be no grand 
jury session until that time at which 
an indictment can be 'obtained. Rizk 
is rather an intelligent looking young 
fellow and seemed to think it all 
right that he had taken the life of 
Senoier, believing that he saved him- 
self by shooting him down. 


Senoier's body was removed to the 


S'chone 
undertaking 
establishment 


where it was viewed by a. number of 
his country-men. A telephone message 
was received from Marietta, O., to the 
effect that a brother will be here to 
arrange for the funeral. He will ar- 
rive this afternoon. 


This afternoon Prosecutor Thomas, 


accompanied 
by 
Officer Strodel and 


Detective Lenz, 
took Rizk to the 


Schone morgue, where tho murderer 
manifested no sort of emotion when he 
gazed upon the face of the man he had 
slain. 
Instead he wore a defiant sir 


and stood smilingly beside the form 


1 of the man he had shot down. Here 
again the prisoner told the story of the 
killing of several men in Turkey by 
the victim of the Fort Wayne shoot- 
Ing. 


Asked by Prosecutor Thomas if he 


did not know that In America they 
hang men for 
killing another Rizk 


leeHngly replied In his broken dialect: 
"Well, if he had shot me and I was lay- 
Ing there and you hung him. what 
good would that do me?" 


Rizk. apparently proud of his ac- 


complishment was returned to his 
cell.

Ten years ago 
It had two and one-third billions of 
paper, money, -while now It is able to 
carry four and one-third billions of 
papar.

Inasmuch as eighteen years 
have since rolled around, and we are 
still struggling along with some 65,000 
Inhabitants, and the city is still called 
Fort Wayne and not Chemnitz, the 
second. I presumably owe an apology 
to the colonel and other good citizens. 
The statement he attributes to me I 
desire to say, was made by himself and 
a few other optomlstic gentlemen in 
speeches and in the public press at 
that time. At any rate he and some 
other good friends bought a lot .of land 
In the northeast section of the city, 
expecting 
the 
stocking makers of 


Chemnitz to buy these lots, and pic- 
tured to themselves the city of Chem- 
nitz louded on a special steamer, sail- 
ing Into Fort Wayne over the "Toledo- 
Chicago Inter-Oceanic canal," disem- 
barking on Mr. Foster's land. 
They 


have been waiting patiently, but the 
colonel's patience Is more limited than 
his imagination, and now when an out- 
of-town fledgeling wants to come under 
the warming 
wings 
of the Wayne 


Knitting mills, the colonel Immediately 
decides that the time has finally come 
to make this a city of 200,000 sock- 
makers, and he Is ready to put in some 
of his valuable land and money to help 
boost Fort Wayne. It Is well to ob- 
serve that of the $1.100,000 stock of the 
Wayne Knitting mills and the Thleme 
Brothers company distributed among 
the patriotic people of Fort Wayne, 
none Is owned by 
Mr. Foster, Mr. 


Curdes nor by the other gentlemen in- 
terested In this new enterprise. 


I want to ask Colonel Foster's par- 


don for Imitating him. In his reference 
to ancient history by commenting here 
on a two-column article written by 
him recently, roasting me severely, and 
putting me down among, the kickers 
and knockers of Fort Wayne, because 
in a newspaper interview I had criti- 
cised our streets, our depots, park sys- 
tem, etc. Without kickers and fault- 
finders this would be a sorry world, 
und as the crowd that is always satis- 
fied is just now in the saddle in Fort 
Wayno, the condition of our streets is 
such that I believe the great majority 
of our people would like soon to see the 
kickers hold the reins.

whatever of it, have the audacity to 
tell us manufacturers who have been 
for many years growing gray hairs 
and wrinkles trying to solve this prob- 
lem, how to bring hi girls, and name 
a number of gentlemen who have the 
solution of the riddle up their sleeves. 


Briefly stated the situation Is this: 


There is in Fort Wayne a shortage of 
about 3.000 girls available for the 
manufacturers, business houses and 
domestic labor: but that doesn't dis- 
turb Mr. Foster. He blandly says, 
"Give us more factories employing 
girls." 
I know the housekeepers of 


Fort Wayne are not going to take any 
stock in Mr. Foster's factory, and I 
don't think they will take very kind- 
ly to Mr. Foster's plans to enlarge 
Fort Wayne by employing more girl 
labor, and I know the manufacturers 
who will each have to give up some 
of his girls to equip Mr. Foster's fac- 
tory are not going to feel kindly dis- 
posed towards this gentleman and his 
scheme. 
My motive in making this 


protest is a selfish one, inasmuch as 
the matter concerns the welfare of the 
Wayne Knitting mills and its 700 local 
stockholders. As manager I must pro- 
tect Its interests. 
Having been inti- 


mately acquainted with the girl prob- 
lem for eighteen years, I appreciate 
the difficulty arising from the scarcity 
of girl labor. Every manufacturer ad- 
mits the great injury he lias done the 
housekeepers by outbidding them for 
their girls, but we are here now, and 
arc -trying to make amends by giving 
other benefits to the city and its peo- 
ple. 


We need in Fort Wayne more fac- 


tories employing men, and we need 
them badly. If Mr. Foster or anyone 
else will bring an industry here em- 
ploying male labor, he can locate it in 
Mr. Foster's addition, he will have no 
difficulty In disposing of the stock, 
and he can .put me down for a liberal 
subscription, as he could also other 
manufacturers I feel sure. When you 
bring more families here you will have 
more labor, for the girl or daughter 
follows, not leads, the family, and I 
don't like to see Mr. Foster or any- 
one else put the horse behind the cart 
by telling us to bring the girls here

friends and neighbors, yet he has been 
unable, with the aid of his home club, 
friends and others, to raise the neces- 
sary capital; that is significant The 
argument that Becatur people know 
nothing of the hosiery business, and 
will not invest, is too thin to go down.

But all this has nothing to do with 


the girl question, so let us tackle that. 
Factories employing men have been in 
existence since the introduction of the 
factory system. • Factories employing 
girls -are a comparatively recent de- 
velopment. When the Wayne Knitting 
mills was started eighteen years ago 
we had only the Evans overall factory 
as employers of girl labor,, the great 
number 
of girl-employing .concerns 


having sprung up within the last fif- 
teen 
years. 
During 
these 
years 


female 
labor 
has 
also . found 


many 
other 
avsnues 
o£ employ- 


ment, such as telephone work, type- 
writing, store and ofllce clerking, etc. 
Factories employing a large proportion 
of girls have increased five times over 
the number of factories employing 
men. We have hosiery and shirt waist 
factories, electric • light and electric 
lamp factories, overall factories, soap 
works, patent medicine and printing 
houses, cracker and box factories, 
bakeries and many other institutions 
employing girls. 


Moreover, with .the age of the city 


and the better condition of its people 
there is more demand for domestic la- 
bor. If we look over the few new fac- 
tories within that period, employing 
men, 
the girl shortage is easily ex- 


plained. 
Fort Wayne has been ex- 


ceptionally "blessed with factories em- 
ploying girl labor. 
There are many 


cities In the United States, smaller or 
larger, which have practically no in- 
dustries of this kind. In Fort AVayne, 
however, the last few years have seen 
the number o£ girls employed at fac- 
tory labor jump from 3,000 to 7,000. 
Mr. Foster draws attention to the re- 
cent organization of the Thieme Broth- 
ers company as annulins my protest 
against the establishment of another 
knitting mill, to which I reply that the 
silk factory is a natural develop- 
ment and a part of the Wayne Knit- 
ting mills, and that it is more desir- 
able to allow expansion of our already 
established industries than to bring 
in new ones under the present condi- 
ditlon of the labor market. 
I£ .• the 


manufacturers who are already locat- 
ed here could expand as they desire, 
it would mean more to Fort Wayne 
than would a dozen new factories such 
as Mr. Foster proposes to bring here: 
but Mr. Foster says: "Darn the Fort 
Wayne factories, we want new ones." 


When the Electric people came here 


they bought property, erected their 
factory, and no protest was entered, 
because the concern represented out- 
side capital entirely, but when Mr. 
Foster and his associates, desiring as 
citizens of Fort Wayne the welfare of 
its industries, and having accumulated 
their fortunes out of the payrolls of 
these factories, received the manufac- 
turers' polite 
protest, 
they should 


have had the courtesy to respect It, 
and not try to hold us up to ridicula. 
The Electric Lamp factory states that 
they are employing 500 girls, but are 
equipped for 1,200. and arc working in 
that direction with very little en- 
couragement. 
The Wayne Knitting 


I mills has always been short of girls. 


i and is especially so just now. and, 
with a silk mill on its hands, wants 
200 girls within six months. 
Every 


manufacturer present at our meeting 
is short from 10 to 50 girls. One con- 
csrn formerly employing a number of 
girls Is going .out of business entire- 
ly, because of the scarcity of girl la- 
bor. 
Kearly every home in Fort 


Wayne feels this scarcity from time to 
time. The Wayne Knitting mills has 
a branch factory at Tloanoke employe- 
Ing 69 girls, the overall factory has a 
branch at Bluftton. and both are oper- 
ated 
at 
great 
additional 
expense. 


These concerns would be brou?ht to 
Fort Wayne tomorrow -if we could get 
the girls.

It is fundamental that every goo'd citizen should comprehend the true work, 


the real functions, of'city government. 


'At each recurring election that citizen casts a vote which represents, or should 


represent, the citizen's estimate of the personal worth and adaptation of certain 
individuals to the city's need of honest and efficient government. 


If the citizen's ideas of the functions—the sphere or fields—of city government 


are wrong, as they are likely to be if he has not given the subject -especial thought, 
is there not a danger in his vote? 


Of what use is it to name to office "-good fellows" or "prominent citizens" or 


men of "fine executive ability" 'if-those men are committed to a foreign, an out-of- 
date or a discredited theory'of the functions of city government? 


The worthy citizen must know hot onlyv what he wants, but what he 


SHOULD want for the best good of the city, and he must follow the lead of his 
judgment and lend his influence in. that direction. '

city government and with so few of the worse, and with Fort Wayne nevertheless 
way behind in the civic procession, that the blunders the City has made may be 
largely due to mistaken notions/as to the functions or duties of the City govern- 
ment itself.

at Seaside Resort. 


New Tork, May 21.—There was con- 


sternation yesterday among showmen 
and amusement proprietors who have 
millions invested in Coney island, when 
Mayor McClellan declared that none of 
the island's places of amusement the 
operation of which Involves labor will 
be permitted to do business on Sun- 
days hereafter. 


"It is the law," said the mayor in 


voicing ,his determination to close al 
such resorts, "that Sunday shall be a 
day of rest and that the only work 
done on that flay shall bo works o' 


ecessity or charity. The law is the 
aw ^and I am here to enforce It." 


Puritanizing to Be Fought. 


Strict enforcement of the 
Sunday 


aw, unless modified by Injunctions ob- 
ained by showmen, will inflict severe 
oss upon all who have capital Invested 
at the popular beach resort. The 
'oney Island showmen are 
loud in 


heir, denunciation o£ the mayor's, atti- 
iide^ and Frederic Thompson, manager 
of Luna park and one" of the men most 
vitally affected by the mayor's deci- 
sion, declares that lie will fight the 
puritanizing of Coney. Island by every 
means in his power. 


McClellan insists that all licenses is- 


sued in future to snowmen at 'Coney 
Island and other seaside resorts shall 
have a clause inserted to the 
effect 


that the license is not good for Sun- 
day. As the greater • number of these 
licenses, which are issued for a year, 
expire at about this time, the attitude 
taken by the mayor means the show 
owners must accept renewals on' con- 
dition that they do not do business on 
Sunday or no new licenses will be is- 
sued to them. 


Wants Rulings From Courts. 


The showmen have raised the point 


that as the city issues a license good 
for a year, the municipal authorities 
have not the right to restrict its use to 
only six days a week. McClellan asked 
the showmen to take this point to the 


courts and have It decided once and 
for all. He also thinks a ruling from 
the courts should be obtained on sec- 
tion 2,143 o£ the penal code, which pro- 
vides: 


"All labor on Sunday is prohibited, 


excepting works of necessity or char- 
ity. 
In works of necessity and charity 


are included whatever Is needful dur- 
ing the day for the good order, health, 
and 'comfort of the community." 


"The question to be determined in 


regard to places of amusement 
at 


Coney Island," the mayor said In a 
statement he issued, "Is what is need- 
ful for the health or comfort of the 
community at the seaside resort. It is 
hoped that early opinions be received 
from the supreme court justices, which 
will aid the city authorities In dealing 
with the questions presented." 


Bingham and Mayor Talk It Over, 
McClellan and Police Commissioner 


Bingham had a long talk at the city 
hall on the Coney Island subject. Mc- 
Clellan said after the ^conference that 
Coney was within the city limits and 
there was no reason why that place 
should remain open while shows else- 
where in the city were closed. 


"It is ridiculous to think you cad 


make flesh of one part of the city and 
fish of another," he said.

Jackson, Mich., May 21.—There ar 


just three prisoners in the Jackso 
county jail, and according to Sheri 
Bean it is the first time in the histor 
of the county that so small a number 
has been confined there. This state of 
affairs, says the officer.

dustrial, social and literary—were rep- 
resented Thursday 
evening at the 


meeting of the executive committee in , 
charge or Fort Wayne's forthcoming I 
civic revival, and the movement was ' 
shown to have behind it the active in- 
terest and co-operation of the entire 
city. It was u splendid representation 
that packed the club's large assembly 
room almost to overflowing and hope- 
ful enthusiasm was the keynote of the 
occasion. The civic revival, which has 
for its purpose a. better and a greater 
Fort Wayne In every way, will be in- 
augurated June 2 with the first o£ :i 
series of addresses by Prof. Zeublln, of 
Chicago, to continue during tho week, 
but still greater results jire expected 
from the development of these sugges- 
tions in the weohs and months that are 
to follow. Many of the ladies' organi- 
zations were represented at the meet- 
ing Thursday evening. 


Chairman C. H. Wordcn presided, 


with Rabbi II. W. Ettwlson as secre- 
tary, and after tlie roll of delegates 
had been railed and minutes of previ- 
ous meetings read, Mr. Wordcn spoke 
brielly in outline of the proposed work. 
It was the purpose, he said, to agree 
upon a general plan from which to 
work in the development of a greater 
Fort Wayne, and he expressed infinite 
gratification at the fact that the at- 
tendance bespoke a widespread inter- 
est in the effort. 


Reports Were Submitted. 


Chairmen of several of the sub-com- 


mittees followed in reports of work 
thus far accomplished. O. N. Guldlin, 
from the committee on finance, report- 
ed that somewhat more than hnlf the

His ideas ure as homely as his face. 


Somehow I ..doubt, if he 
will ever 


startle.the state with any great inno- 
vation. But I feel that he will go- out 
of office honored by a clean and digni- 
fied; administration. And unless I am 
greatly deceived, no one will steal the 
•state house 'twixt now and then. 


•• 'Governor Marshall crossed his thin 
legs, puffed a cigar and fell easily into 
.a debate, of social and political condi- 
tions. "I am ivot a politician," he said. 
"I know- nothing_about the game. I 
was .the most surprised man in the 
state when I was nominated and elect- 
ed. In the campaign I told the people 
that I wasn't sure that I would make 
good as governor. I'm not sure that I.

The book of Acts opens in the Jew- i 


Ish. city of Jerusalem and ends in 
Imperial Borne. And.tie contents of 
the book-are chiefly occupied .with the 
B'tory of the rise and progress of Chris- 
tianity from the .heart oil Judaism to 
a place' in the capital of the world. At1 


first; it seems to bb only one form of 
Judaism. Its-founder was a Jew, hla' 
disciples .were Jews, and the new doc- 
trines, were preached at first exclusive- 
ly, to Jews. But when -we reach the 
end of the book we find that the new 
faith has'burst its early limitations. 
Gentiles everywhere have been gather- 
ed into.the fold, and.instead of look- 
ing upon a phase of'Jewish religion, 
we behold a faith adapted to all man- 
kind. 


Shipwreck Avoided. 


But In order to bring .about that re- 


sult the church had to pass through 
an experience like.a.ship in the break- 
ers on a lee shore, only escaping an 
awful shipwreck through the abte sea- 
manship of those who were in control 
of affairs. The trouble came because 
of the narrow bigotry of the Jewish 
converts. 
When the Gentiles began 


to apply for admission to church mem- 
bership they insisted that they must 
conform to the Mosaic law and ob- 
serve the customs of the Jewish 
church or. they could not be saved. 


One o£ the'hardest lessons for men to 


learn is to unlearn and act contrary 
to early impressions and convictions. 
They become so much a part of our 
mental and spiritual structure that it 
seems like tearing down a part of 
ourselves to break away from these 
ideas. Therefore those Jewish con- 
verts, though acknowledging that the 
Mosaic yoke was one which neither 
their fathers nor they were able to 
bear, yet inconsistently insisted on 
putting it upon the necks of the Gen- 
tile disciples. 'When they saw other 
people rejoicing in the liberty where- 
with Christ had set them free, they 
picked up that ancient yoke, and said, 
"You 
must bear this as we do." 


Against such a pernicious doctrino 
Paul protested with all his m'5^, and 
he was supported by some of the lead- 
ers who had hr.J their eyes o^ned to 
the truth. In consequence the first 
church council was held at Jerusalem 
and it was unanimously decided that 
tne work of the old dispensation had 
been finished; that Christ was the 
end of the law for righteousness to 
every one that believeth, and thus 
with their own hands these converted 
Jews steered the ship of Christianity 
out of the breakers never to be in dan- 
ger of shipwreck at that point 


Caterpillar vs. Butterfly. 


That was the death blow of bigotry, 


and yet the old veteran was not slain. 
through all the ages he has been able 


to get In mere or less of his work. The 
remains of that narrow, self-righteous, 
exclnsiveness bothered the church for 
generations. Paul wrote a whole 
epistle, Gaiations, to show that there 
was-no salvation by the works of tha 
law,- and that Christian believers were 
under no obligations to it in any par-, 
ticnlar. As well might a new born 
butterfly carry around with it its old 
caterpillar existence, and attempt to 
fly and crawl at the same time. The 
Jewish Christians from force of habit 
and Because of affectionate veneration 
for .the past, for a long time dragged 
along their Jewish customs.

self, they did not make the mistake 
of -putting new wine into old bottles, 
or sewing on new patches-to an old 
garment 
They had new wine, and 


new garments, and new promises, and 
new priesthood, their Master had de- 
clared, Behold I mak« all things new.
